ON CAPTIVE NATIONS AND PICTURED IT AS DESIGNED TO WORSEN 
VICE PRESIDENT'S RECEPTION HERE. LATTER POINTED OUT 
TIMING OF SUCH RESOLUTION COULD NOT EVEN BE CONTROLLED BY 
PRESIDENT. HE SAID CONGRESS WAS REPRESENTATIVE BODY AND 
OFTEN PASSED RESOLUTIONS REPRESENTING VIEWS OF SEGMENTS 
OF POPULATION ABOUT SITUATION THEIR FORMER HOMELANDS. 

HE DID NOT UNDERSTAND WHY ACTION TAKEN SO SERIOUSLY HERE. 

HE SAID KHRUSHCHEV'S CALL FOR LIBERATION OF PEOPLE FROM 
SO-CALLED IMPERIALISTS AND COLONIALISTS WAS MORE BELLIGERENT \ 

THAN CALL FOR PRAYERS IN RESOLUTION AND DECLARATION. 

MIKOYAN REPLIED SOVIET UNION VERY PROUD OF BEING CHAMPION OF
